Population.—The population of the State of New South Wales on 20th 
September, 1922, was—males, 1,102,261; females, 1,060,955

since the census in April, 1921, 61,248. 


Vital Statisties— December Quarter, 1922.— New South Wales—The births 
registered in December quarter numbered 13,678, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-44 per 1,000 of population ; and the deaths, 4,727, which is 
equivalent to 8°79 per 1,000-of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 4,524 marriages registered was 8-41, Compared with 
the average of the December quarter of the preceding five years, the 
death-rate was 9 per cent., the birth-rate | per cent., and the marviage- 
rate was 3 per cent. lower 

Sydney and Suburbs—Tho births registered in December quarter 
numbered 5,628, equivalent to a rate of 23-94 per 1,000 of population per 
annum; of the total, 2,875 were males and 2,750 females. The rate is 1 
per cent. below the average of December quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in December quarter numbered 2,030, namely, 1,104 males 
and 926 females. The mortality rate of 8 64 per 1,000 of population per 
annum is 12 per cent. below the quinguennial rate for the December 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 62-9 per 1,000 
births, and is 14 per cent. below the average for the December quarter 
of the previous five years. = 


Frade of New South Wales.—Jmports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales, during the December quarter, 1922, were valued at 
£14,534,291, and show an increase in value of £4,649,277 or 47 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £4,655,704, and gold decreased by £6,427. 
The total imports for the year ended 30th June, 1922, were 
£43,321,478, a decrease of £29,144,910 in comparison with the. pre- 
vious financial year. 

Haports—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
Deceraber quarter, 1922, amounted to £14,600,126, being an increase in 
value of £2,532,868, or 21 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise froin gold (bullion 
and specie), the exports of merchandise increased by £3,025, 208, and the 
gold exports decreased by £492,340. Wor the year ended 30th June, 
1922, the total exports were £48,012,855, being a decrease of £4,588,951, 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in December quarter, 
1922, were valued at £20,071,014. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

South Wales during the half-year ended 31st December, 1922, was, excluding transhipments, 1,028,782 
tons, value £5,645,115, or including transhipments 1,048,126 tons, value £5,751,507. 


During the year ended 30th June, 1922, the Oversea Imports at 
Sydney were valued at £41,342,425, and the Interstate Imports by sea at 
Sydney were £21,754,730, the total of the two being £63,097,155. - 
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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
December quarter, 1922, was £8,601,279, being an increase of £419,666, 
or 5:1 per cent., as compared with December quarter, 1921. During the 
twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the revenue was £35,637 ,820, being 
£1,606,424, or 4:7 per cent. more than the previous twelve months. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 31st December, 
1922, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were :— 

Returns (per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, 
£24,702 ; Income Tax, £121,398; Metropolitan Water and Sewerage 
Rates, £31,152; Stamp Duties, £118,543; Railways, £99,891; Wharfage 
and Tonnage Rates, &c., Sydney, £23,309. The principal decreases of 
revenue were: Tramways, £10,873 ; Conditional Purchases—Balances, 
£27,448 ; Forestry—Sales, Fees, Rent, &c., £15,454. 

The expenditure during December quarter, 1922, was £8,154,791, a 
decrease of £518,782, as compared with December quarter of previous year. 
During the twelve months ended 30th June, 1922, the expenditure was 
£36,966,525, being £2,489,633, or 7:2 per cent. more than in the 
previous twelve months. 

There was a decrease of expenditure during the December quarter, 
1922, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of— 
Governmental, £56,014; Interest, £90,973; Business Undertakings, 
£345,076 ; Other Payments, £26,719. 

Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1921 and 1922, and the half-years 
ended 31st December, 1921 and 1922 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for December quarter, 1922, show an 
increase in deposits, which, including Commonwealth Savings Bank 
Deposits, increased by £2,152,579 during the quarter, and were 
£5,272,202 greater than in December quarter, 1921. 

Adyances in December quarter, 1922, were £9,161,700 more than in 
September quarter, 1922, and £8,701,155, or 8-7 per cent. greater than 
in December quarter, 1921. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago. The transactions of

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Gold Production.—The gold yield during December quarter, 1922, was 
5,009 oz. fine, valued at £21,281, and showed a decrease of 4,499 oz. 
fine, and £19,106 in value, compared with December quarter, 1921. 
The gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 1922, 
amounted to 25,222 oz. fine, valued at £107,139, and is the lowest 
recorded since the first discovery of payable gold in Australia in 1851. 


Land Selections.—In the year ended 30th June, 1922, there were 2,035 
applications for 1,238,406 acres for original holdings under the Crown 
Lands Acts; and 927,236 acres, representing 2,470 blocks, were set 
apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. 
During the half-year ended 31st December, 1922, the number of 
applications was 775, and the area applied for 603,261 acres. The lands 
set apart for original holdings in the half-year ended 51st December, 
1922, were 494,996 acres, representing 672 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food and groceriesin Sydney, it appears that in December, 1922, 
the prices of meat were 25} per cent. higher than in July, 1914; other 
food and groceries were 64} per cent. higher ; and the prices for the two 
combined were 544 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of 4 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (November). Prices of meat were 34 
per cent. higher than in November, and food and groceries were 
unchanged. There were slight decreases in the prices of butter, potatoes, 
and onions. Bacon, cheese, eggs, flour, rice, and sago, were slightly 
dearer. 

Compared with the corresponding month (December) of 1921, meat 
was 5 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 2 per cent. 
dearer ; and the two combined 3 per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those in 
every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the December quarter, 1922, the general level 
of wholesale prices decreased by 1 per cent., and is now 32 per cenb. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920, 


During the quarter there was a decrease of 15 per cent. in the index 
number of dairy produce, and 5 per cent. in groceries ; there was an 
increase of 8 per cent. in agricultural produce. 


The increase in agricultural produce was due to substantial increases 
in the prices of hay and potatoes, the decrease in dairy produce was due 
to a substantial drop in the price of butter. 


All other groups showed slight decreases during the quarter. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 54 
commodities remained unchanged during the December quarter, 
increased, and 21 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Metropolis —According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the Metropolis 
during the twelve months ended 31st December, 1922, numbered 8,584 
as compared with 5,567 during the year 1921, 


During the latter half of 1922 there was pronounced activity in 
building, and although the total for the year was 83 Jess than in 1920— 
the record year—the total of 4,887 new buildings for the six months 
ending December, 1922, is easily a record for any half year. The 
suburbs in which the greatest activity was displayed were Canterbury, 
with 991 new buildings, Randwick 807, Willoughby 631, and Waverley 


608. 
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Country Municipalities—Table No. 44 shows that during the twelve 
months ended December, 1922, permission was granted in country Muni- 
cipalities to erect 4,625 new buildings, of the value of £2,678,399 as 
compared with 3,131, of a value of £1,979,109 in the corresponding, 
period of 1921. 

The municipalities within the County of Cumberland showed the 
greatest activity in building operations, but, excluding that area, and 
Newcastle and suburbs, Wagga Wagga with 187 new buildings, Lismore 
141, and Albury 100, were the chief centres of building activity. 

Meteorology.— December quarter, 1922.—During October there were wide- 
spread rains, but good falls were recorded in scattered parts of the 
State. Duststorms were frequent, and bush fires broke out in many 
places. Late in the month a cyclonic disturbance caused strong and 
squally southerly winds with rain in the eastern districts and rough sea. 

November proved particularly dry, and drought conditions were 
intensified by hot weather and dry winds. The first two weeks were 
practically rainless, but during the third week light rain and thunder- 
storms occurred in the eastern and norther parts. Moderate to heavy 
rain was fairly general over the northern portions of the State. 

In December good rain fell over most of the State. On the 10th 
December a violent storm with heavy rain did considerable damage in 
the Broken Hill district. There were rains in the northern and north- 
eastern districts, and in the southern and coastal districts hot and dry 
weather, with strong winds, prevailed, 

Labour Conditions in December Quarter, 1922.—The following particulars 
in regard to Employment and Industrial Dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 

Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of December there were about 4,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 7,000 in the country 
districts. he persons affected by unemployment included boilermakers 
and other workers in the engineering and iron trades, and labourers ; 
there was a scarcity of skilled workers in the building trades and of 
women workers, 

During the December quarter, 7,198 positions for men and 3,183 for 
women were made available by employers through the agency of the 
State Labour Exchanges, and 6,753 men and 1,844 women were placed 
in positions ; in September quarter, 8,928 positions were made available, 
and 7,563 persons were placed in positions. 

During the year 1922, positions were made available by employers for 
25,435 men and 12,180 women, and the persons placed in positions were 
24,044 men and 7,729 women. 

Dislocations. —During the December quarter 32,276 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total loss 
amounted to 167,713 working days. In the previous quarter 48,698 
employees were involved, with the loss of 150,150 days. 

The time lost through industrial dispute dislocations in 1922 was 
588,459 working days, as compared with 665,918 days in the previous 
year. 

Changes in Wages.—There were no increases in wages during the 
December quarter. 

In a number of cases the weekly and hourly wage rates have been 
reduced in accordance with the Board of Trade declaration of 8th 
October, 1922. 

Changzs in Hours.—Under the provisions of the Eight Hours 
(Amendment) Act, 1920, the working hours in many occupations were 
reduced by proclamation from 48 to 44 per week. An amending Act, 
passed in September, 1922, annulled the proclamations, but the hours so 
fixed may not be altered except by industrial award or agreement, 

In the December quarter, alterations in awards and agreements were 
made by order of the Court of Industrial Arbitration to re-establish the 
48-hour week in the majority of industries in which a 44-hour week 
had been proclaimed. "ey

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No. 46.—New South Wales Estimated Wheat Harvest, 1922-23, 


A preliminary forecast of the wheat harvest of the season 1922-23, published by the Government. 
Statistician on r5th January, 1923, states that since July last the rainfall in the State has not been 
favourable and the harvest has suffered in consequence. ‘The principal wheat districts benefited from 
useful rains in August, but with the exception of the eastern Riverina, portions of the slopes and 
Tablelands, which received oe amounts of rain in September and October, the rest of the State 
showed evidence of dryness, Practically no rain fell in November, and the December rains were too” 
late to benefit the crops, 


The yield is estimated at 9,696,630 bags, equivalent (on the basis of 3 bushels to the bag) to 
29,090,000 bushels. 


The area to be harvested for grain was estimated at 2,799,600 acres, so that the average produc- 
tion for the State will be 10°4 bus shels per acre. 


The number of growers in the current season is 17,979, or 278 less than in last season. 
The following table gives particulars of the areas and estimated yields in the principal divisions 
of the State.
